A gen tleman who was for sev­ 
eral years a residen t of Sedalia was 
referred to as follows in a dispatch 
from Peru , Ird., to yesterday aft­ 
ern oon ’s Kan sas City S tar: 
“ Emmet A. Gou ld has resign ed 
as su perin ten den t of the eastern 
division of the Wabash railroad to 
su cceed Dan iel Hardy, gen eral su 
perin len den t of the Missou ri Pa­ 
cific railroad at St. Lou is. The 
resign ation 
takes effect 
today. 
Mr. Gou ld has held his presen t po­ 
sition with the Wabash thirteen 
years. His su ccessor has n ot been 
n amed.” 
The 
Globe-Democrat of this 
morn in g had the followin g on the 
su bject: 
“ At the Missou ri Pa­ 
cific gen eral offices last even in g it 
was stated that n o an n ou n cemen t 
of chan ges cou ld yet be made, as 
they were n ot fu lly determiied 
u pon .” 
Mr. Gou ld was born in Ohio 
cou n ty, In d., November 23, 1852, 
he bein g the eldest of seven chil­ 
dren born to Mr. an d Mrs. Sylves­ 
ter Gou ld. 
Emmet, or “ Ed,” as he was bet­ 
ter kn own in Sedalia, received his 
edu cation in the schools of his 
n ative state, an d after completin g 
his edu cation learn ed telegraphy. 
In the sprin g of 187 0 you n g 
Gou ld received an appoin tmen t as 
operator in East St. Lou is, where 
he remain ed u n til 187 1, when he 
accepted a position in the tele­ 
graph office at Vin cen n es, In d. He 
remain ed there u n til the fall of tha 
year, when he was tran sferred back 
to St. Lou is. He held the position 
of operator u n til March, 187 2, 
when he retu rn ed to Vin cen n es, re 
main in g there u n til March, 187 3, 
at which time he received the ap­ 
poin tmen t of ticket agen t in East 
St. Lou is. 
In Ju n e of 187 3 Mr. Gou ld re 
sign ed as ticket agen t to accept a 
position with the Western Un ion 
Telegraph compan y in St. Lou is. 
He 
remain ed 
there 
on ly two 
mon ths, however, when he re­ 
sign ed to come to Sedalia as opera­ 
tor in the Missou ri Pacific offices 
in Sedalia, u n der Su perin ten den t 
Wader Cu mmiog. 
In April, 187 6, Mr. Gou ld was 
made chief dispatcher of the Mis-

TROOPS IN THE FIELD. 


John Mitchell Does N jt Favor the 
President’s Plan of Settling 
the Trouble.

Mine Workers, and his lieutenants, 
held at the Iroquois hotel in Buf­ 


falo, N . Y ., TucFday, did not re­

agreed upon for the 
partial

sumption of work in the anthracite 


coal fields, but the members of the 


manufacturers’ committee state that 


they are greatly pleased with the 
progress made. 


The fact that communication was 


established with the operators by 


long distance telephone and an ap­ 
pointment made to meet a com­ 
mittee representing them today in 


Philadelphia 
is 
looked 
upon 
as 


significant, 
as 
it 
had 
been 
an­ 


nounced by members of the manu­ 


facturers’ committee that there ex­ 


isted no understanding with the 


operators prior to Tuesday’s meet­ 


ing and that no step in that direc- 


ion would be taken until the nego- 


iations with 
President 
Mitchell 


reached a stage where such a meet­ 


ing would promise results. 


Mr. Mitchell positively declined 


to discuss 
the request made 
by 
President Roosevelt that Mitchell 
use 
his 
influence 
to induce the 
miners to 
resume 
work 
with a 
promise of the appointment of a 
commission 
to 
investigate 
the 
miners’ grievances. 
It was learned 
from a reliable source, however, 
that Mr. Mitchell does not regard 
the proposition favorably and that 
he will decline to ask the miners to 
resume work under the conditions 
stipulated. 
A Wilkesbarre, Pa., dispatch of 
the 7th says :

strike which claimed public atten­ 
tion in the coal fields today were : 
“ W ill the miners yield to the de­ 
sire of the president of the United 
States that they return to work and 
investigate afterwards, 
and 
will 
the mine operators be able to carry 
out their promise to produce coal 
¿0 relieve the situation if given the 
protection 
of 
the 
full 
military 
power of the state. 
A fter a most 
careful inquiry among the district 
officers (not including the district 
presidents, who are in Buffalo) and 
the rank and file of mine workers, 
it 
was 
found 
that 
sentiment is 
strongly 
against 
accepting 
the 
president’s proposition in its pres­ 
ent form. 
A s to the other feature 
of the situation as it exists tonight 
opinion is divided and will remain 
so until the real test comes. 
The 3,500 striking mine workers 
of the Prospect, Oakdale and M id­ 
vale collieries of the Lehigh V a l­ 
ley coal company met in this city 
today and it was announced after 
the meeting that they had unani­ 
mously decided to remain on strike 
until they get some concessions. 
There is a feeling among some of 
the officials of the coal companies 
that the mere move of sending all 
the troops of the state into the coal 
region may not have the desired 
effect of bringing about an early 
resumption of the collieries. 
A n 
official of one of the largest coal 
companies in the territory is au­ 
thority for the statement that an 
early 
resumption 
depends 
upon 
where the troops are placed. 
A Harrisburg dispatch of the 7th 
says: 
General orders placing the 
entire national guard of Pennsyl­ 
vania on duty in the strike region 
were issued today at division head­ 
quarters. 
The orders designate the 
location of the three brigades, and 
all of the state troops will be in the 
field by Thursday. 
Gov. Stone tonight, in response 
to questions, said that there had 
been no communication 
between 
President Roosevelt 
and himself 
concerning the coal strike; that it 
was deemed necessary at the mili­ 


tary council 
to 
send 
the 
entire 
division of the national guard to 
the anthracite region, and, in the 
performance of what was believac 
to be a plain public duty, its po 
litica] effect was not considered. 
A Washington dispatch of tha 
7th says : 
The war department to­ 
day received an order from Gov. 
Stone, of Pennsylvania, for i o .odo 
p iirso f shoes and 3,500 blaokets, 
to be delivered immediately. Gov. 
Stone, though getting the goods at 
cost price, will have to p iy $3 per 
pair for the shoes and I3.50 per 
pair for the blankets. 
None of the coal operators pres 
eat at the meeting of the Temple 
Iron company in N ew York yes 
terday would make any statement 
regarding what was done at the 
meeting. 
President Baer, of the 
Philadelphia & Reading, went from

and that it was within the ship 
and not outside, constitute circum­ 
stantial evidence only, but such as 
it is it acquits Spain of the respon­ 
sibility that only circumstantial 
evidence fastened upon her. 
The consequences of that calam­ 
ity have been stupendous, for had 
not the Maine blown up there 
would have been no Spanish war, 
nor the long train of vexatious con­ 
sequences, the further projection of 
which no human wisdom can S3e. 
Tne president was opposed to the 
war, and relied upon diplomacy to 
free Coba and accomplish all that 
the war could do, and by better 
means. 
But the explosion in Ha- 
.vana harbor was followed by an 
echo of wrath in this country 
which demanded that the president 
throw the issue to congress to be 
decided by the direct representa­ 
tives of the people. 
If Morris at 
that moment had unlocked the se­ 
cret it might have stayed the hot 
tide of rage, and it might not.
